best. The first few daya After moTing 
the feed should be, light as a huagry 
hen will . scratch around and explore, 
ihcrehy becoming acquainted muoh 
Hooner than a hen that la not hungry. 
Theru should always be about eight 
Inclifs deep inviting litter In which the 
hens can ral< li. After this tliere 
slioulil tic lui especial cITuri lo supply 
hor with tlio |)riipei' pruiiortlon of 
green and meat fciod whit h aie so lack- 
Inn at ibi.M s'';ison ol itii- year. 1 do 
not thitdi the lu n sliculd be conllned 
altogether at this seaKoii, but. In bad 
weather she should be kept housed and 
at all times the runs should be lim- 
ited. Before placing the birds In their 
winter house they should each be care- 
fully gone over (or Ho* or tealy legs. 
Kvery bird with algns'of these must be 
treated. 

No attempt Is made to bring about 
summer conditions so far as warmth 
Is concerned. The cold Is valued as 
an aid to good ajiiiotites and heavy 
feeding, but the aim in to supidy them 
with all the food eletnents they would 
get In summer and enough to take caro 
of the cold besides.

The first decorations of the Legioii^ 
of Honor, the famous French order or 
merit, wore conferred li> 1802 »upoB 

military and civil offlcers who had dis- 
tinguished themselves under the con 
SUlate. The ordi r was founded May 
19, 180". by .\Bi)ideon, when he was 
first consul. It consisted of various 
grades, as grand crosses, grand offl- 
cers, coniinaiiding olhcers and legion 
arles, and was a reward for services 
of merit. The order was confirmed by 
Louis XVIII when the Hourbons were 
returned to the throne a century ago, 
and It has been continued, with necea- 
sary changes In the conatitutlon. 
through the reigns of Charles X. Louis 
Philippe, llapoleon III, and the second 
and third republics. Many Americans 
and British subjects and other tot- 
elgners have received the decoratioiia 
of the i,pp\on of Honor.

We have never known 
of a single In.stanco wlier(> a man has 
made a s-uccess of the poultry tuslncss 
to any great degree where he has used 
common stuff or mongrels. A very 
small per cent of the eggs from com- 
uiun fowls are lit to sell as first class. 
Then you do not get the same valine 
for your feed. There Is no mongrel 
or common chicken that will compare 
with the ei;g producing breeds. 

Having settled the (pii-.-ition of pure 
bred stoi li cir mongrel we have next to 
ronslder the breed, then the variety. 
Surely there are etiough of these to 
satisfy any taste. Hreed is a race of 
fowls thu members rif ;l'hich maintain 
distinct characteristic . which thoy pos- 
aess in common. Kor example, the 
Wyandottes possess in common, same 
sice, shape, style of comb, color of eye, 
color of skin, but differ In plumage. 
The color determines the variety. 

There are a number of breeds of 
poultry which we call general purpose

In egg breeds we have those whose 
one purpose in Ufa ia egg producing. 
Among these the Leghorns, Minorcas 
and Spanish are most used. While 
there are other good egg laying breeds, 
they have not been bred exclusively 
for layi:; 

Kggs ! is aie not adapted to Ren- 
eral pnipn^o, their buHlnt-as is to lay 
eggs and not to hatch and rear a fam- 
ily, nor do they produce as much meat. 
The bu.siiiesH ben is in reality an e^g 
machine and should be thought of as 
such. If a hen is to produce two hun- 
dred eggs in one year, at has to eat 
and digest a wonderful amount of food. 
She should go on the roost nignt aftar 
night with her crop packed. Many 
farmers in attempting to reach a high 
egg average In their flock make It a 
priiilioe to feel the crop of the ben 
after she is on the roost and If It is 
found llabby every night she i:i d's- ' 
carded. j 

This Is why pullets, which are des- , 
fined to become the layers of the 
flock, should not be reared in small 
quarferfl. Tho feeding of growing 
poultry kept in cramped quarters must 
necessarily be complicated if it Is to 
be successful and the piUlet reaches 
maturity with digestion wealfened and 
unable to stand the strain of the work 
of heavy egg production. If people 
of the cities and any Others who a/e 
keeping hens in small quarters would 
realise the a<Uanta»;e of buying free 
range pullets instead of trying to raise 
their laying stock they Would roalise 
consideiable gain. 

All pullets that are to be kept aa 
winter layers should be fully matured 
by October 1st. They should then be 
placed in their winter quarters. Ex- 
perience has proved that a house with 
a floor space ol flv^ feat per hen and 
«u open front, eanvaa oovered with 
one square foot caavaa to eaqh lien, is

S AND ITS ADVANTAGES J

In the present d.iy iiiid ,iyc we (iml 
niuny different tuctura are at work for 
the betterment of the rural schools. 

Of these none is more vital .iiid ini 
I orlaat than the inovement toward con 
Miiidation. 

I What do we meaa by conaolidation ' 
A consolidated school Is two or more 

ilistri.-t S! hinds ciiinliiiicil in one l.-irj,'e 
graded school conveniently located aii<[ 
to which pupils from the outlying dis 
tricts are tranaferred, usually at public 
expense. 

We find today many changes neecs- 
sit.ttiug consolidation. A generation < >' 
two ago it was common for tbe rur.i 
school to enroll thirty, forty or even 
fifty pupils But that day is past. Mo 
cial and industrial cliaii}.'es li;i\e i-omr 
about anu towns and cities are claim 
ing an increasingly larger pro|Hirtiiiii 
of nur people. Many who still lixe mi 
the f.iiiiis now send their children ti 
the town school instead of to the litth 
huliie school. 

As a result, thonaands of rural achoob 
ire today running with leaa than ten 

pii|>ilS. 

■ his lo«a in number has produced ser 
ioua conaequeucea in the rnrni school 
and our people are coming to see tlia« 
:he intcrc-t. the elliciency and the e«'on 
omy formerly lielonging to the Urger 
district schools are wanting in the amal 

schools of the |. resent day, therefore 
iead.jiisliiii nu must be niade to meet th. 
ch.-iiiged conditions in educ-ition. 

I'unsolidation has many advantagc-i 
and ia the onl.v way of securing reall.s 
guild i nutitrN s. hinds and the miU sola 
lion uf the pnildcin of a;-ricul|ural e.lii 
I atioo. 

iiiw of the first and most i>b\ imis ad 
vantages of consolidation is that it sup 
plies the -a- i ->.irv coiiijitions for ; 
gradeil school. The ilistrict school i-ai 
never bo grailcii accurately where theri, 
is but one teacher for all eight gra<les 

N'or witli the grc.il \ariety of suli 
je. ts now .leniaiided in the . iirnciiliiiii 
can any teacher be well prepared ti< 
teach them all. No rural teacher should 

lie expected III teach mm,- tli in two, m 
at the most, three grades. We tiinl thai 
dilTerence iu the age of tbe pupils de 
munila diiVerent methods uf inatructim 
and leadership and the teacher reliexe-!

The consolidated school also has an 
important bearing upon the size uf the 
claaaea. You wfll agree that it is easier 
.ind more st iiniilat in;; tii tca.li a cmn 
paratixely large class than a \er\ siiial 
one. In the average district sclmul it 
la no uncommon thing tu find class afte< 
claas numbering three, two or even one 
pupil. .Vow, it rei|uires jiractically as 
niuch time and effort ou the part of i 
teacher to mako preparation for a claas 
numbering one or two pupila as for a 
olass of twelve or fifteen. .\nd it is 
far Ics, .liilii'ult to create .'ind maintain 
intercKt in a larger class than in u very 
small one. By gathering all the pupils 
from |]\e, six or more old district 
schools into a consolidated school each 
class is >ure to be sullicieiitly large tu 
stimulate both teacher aud pupil. 

But moro im|iortant atill is the 
ammml ut' time allultcl tn cadi clas. 

Tile average iiunilier of recitations pel 
day iu distiict schools is almost doiibl- 
the average number in graded schools. 
This means that the teacher in u grad

listrict aehool, 

Agaju consolidation allows an exten 
sion of the rural school curriculum. 

Today tbe puldn- is asking for. a

III the Hiimeijiate lite and work of tin 
pupil. This can never be accomplished 
»uccessiully in the district achoul with 
tta many grades under one already over 

worked teacher. It reipiircs 1 he consoli 
dated school with its division lute 
gradea, and soma opportunity for spe 
ciaUsation on the part of the teachers 
Again the consolidated achonl is tin 
chief agent fur securing new ;inil nec 
easary buildings and equipment. Thi 
country child haa as much need tor^mod 
era improvements aa a part of thei 
8<"hDol facilities as the city child. The 
inoro prtcticul and helpful snbiccts re 

ceutly added to the curriculum can not 
be tauglit effoetively within the walls 
of the country school house. Thcsi 
brancJies of .study require not only a l 
ditionul room but sjiecial ei|uipineiit 
Where iu the ordinary district school i- 
Niore room for a laboratory, a worksbu|> 
a domeatie aeienee departnwat, or a 
kitehonf 

But |>erhaps uf even more importance 
thaa these ia tbe matter of sanitatioi 
and the health of the body. With ran 

exceptions district sch'iols hav,. ver\ 
liuhited and undesirable accommoda 
tions in the seating, the lighting an- 
the ventilation equipments which the> 
possess. Consolidated schools are being 
built that are beyond criticism uu these 
points.

ers and closer anpervision. In these 
il.i.vs when there are 10 few effective In 
diicementa to lead promising young pen 
pie into tdiching and when eity schools 

are tho goal of almost every aspiring 
teacher, it is next to impossiblu tu 
And competent teachers for the one 
room country schools. 

By closer supervision we mean th.' 
presence and services of the sn|Mriii 
tendent or principal, who is at the head 
of every consolidated school. The very 
fact that the daily work of a teachei 
falla under the scrutiny of an experi 

• I 1 Ic.idcr is eiimifrji to call forth 

maximum effort. C'unsolidatiuu has 
proved its superiority over any other 
type of rural schools by keeping a 
lurger percentage of the older children 
ill schiiol. 

Again the cuusulidateii achoul is a 
great natural soeial center. The rural 
community as it exiats at present offers 
few opportunities for social mingling 
ill ge ieral neighborhood groups. The 
consultdatel school is the most natural 
and effective aolution of the rural need 
for a neighborhood center. 

Again greater econoiny has been urg 
I'd as an mil -^l audi iig .-idvantage of con 
solidatioii. But educational advantage^ 
and social opportunities can not l« 
nieiisureil in terms of dollars and cents 
alone. The strongest claims for the 
consolidated school are Bot baaed on tin- 
question of economy. They are based 
on the belief that oit people are readv 
lur, an, I .ire demanding (I) better ac 
, miimoilatiuns, ('J) higher education.ii 
elliciency, and (3) an enriched count rv 
Ufa. 

When the consolidated school fails to 
excel the district schuul in these ad 
vantages it fails tu live up to the real 
[•urpose for which it waa created.
